SUSPECT KILLED 
HIMSELF AFTER 
WIS. SHOOTINGS 


Los Angeles Times 
Radcliffe Haughton, 
a 45-year-old Wiscon- 
sin man suspected of 
killing three people 
and wounding four 
others in a Sunday 
morning shooting at 
a spa, was found dead 
from a self-inflicted gunshot, police said. 

Police said they found Haughton’s body 
inside the Azana Salon and Spa in the west- 
ern Milwaukee suburb of Brookfield, where 
the shooting erupted shortly after 11 a.m. 

Police had said earlier they had found an 
improvised explosive device inside the salon 
after the shooting. 

It was unclear whether the device had 
been disarmed by the time they found 
Haughton’s body. 

After word began to circulate that Haugh- 
ton was dead, police called off the search for 
him. Froedtert Memorial Lutheran Hospi- 
tal in Milwaukee, where four survivors had 
been taken with non-life-threatening inju- 
ries, ended its lockdown before the official 
announcement of Haughton’s death. 

“The hospital has resumed normal opera- 
tions,” the hospital said in a statement. “We 
are certain that our environment is safe.” 

None of the victims has been identified. 
WISN-TIV reported that all four of the 
wounded were women. 

With the help of a Milwaukee Police De- 
partment bomb squad, police had nearly 
cleared Haughton’s home in nearby Brown 
Deer, with no indication that any explosives 
had been found inside. 

Brown Deer Police Chief Steven Rinzel 
said police had found two of Haughton’s 
daughters somewhere away from the house. 
He said one of them was high school age 
and the other was older, and that both had

Radcliffe Haughton, 45, grew up. Both were 
shocked by the shooting. 

The small cul-de-sac of neighbors was very 
close when the Haughton family lived there 
about ro years ago and the two families were 
very close, the couple said Sunday. 

“He was a pretty good guy—clean cut,” Fos- 
ter said. “He never caused any trouble.”

Chicago Tribune 
The shocking video- 
tape showed off-duty 
Chicago police Of

Obrycka’s lawyers will attempt to put the 
so-called code of silence among cops on trial, 
a review of court records shows. 

A spokesman for the city’s Law Depart- 
ment declined to discuss the case, but at a 
court hearing last week, attorney Matthew 
Hurd, representing the city at the trial, made 
it clear there will be no last-minute settle- 
ment despite the potentially millions of dol- 
lars in damages at stake. 

“This case is a matter of principle,” Hurd 
said, explaining later that the city won't 
settle lawsuits by paying damages on behalf 
of officers involved in altercations while off- 
duty. 

Details of the beating likely won't be in dis- 
pute at the trial, but the clash still will be a key 
part of the evidence. Jurors are expected to 
view the video and hear from both Obrycka 
and Abbate about what happened at Jesse’s 
Short Stop Inn on Feb. 19, 2007, and in the 
hours and days afterward.

Good quarterback-wide receiver pairings 
complement each player’s strengths. In this 
case we have Cutler with the Howitzer arm, 
firing sidearm bullets from his cuticles into 
double coverage while doing the limbo, and 
Marshall the gigantic speedster, who is going 
to catch the ball no matter how open he does 
not look.

What made “Paranormal Activity 3” such 
a step up from its dull predecessors was that 
directors Ariel Schulman and Henry Joost 
delivered more than just long lulls and loud 
noises. Now, the directing team and writer 
Christopher Landon have officially run out 
of ideas. 

The suspense-free “PA4,” set in 2011 and 
picking up after Katie’s (Katie Featherston) 
murderous rampage, is all red herrings 


and no catch of the day. The last thing the 
horror world needs is another movie with a 
potentially possessed kid (Brady Allen) and 
his imaginary friend. Also, chandeliers fall, a 
basketball bounces down the stairs and teen- 
agers (Kathryn Newton, Matt Shively) try to 
figure out what’s going on. 

There’s a jolt when a knife eerily skyrockets 
off a counter and lands—much later—in front 
of a different person. A question about that, 
though: If you suddenly couldn't find the knife 
you were using two seconds ago and then your 
spouse shouts that a knife just appeared out 
of nowhere, wouldn’t you do more than just 
grumble about needing to go to bed? 

The story goes nowhere this time around, 
even if the things that made you jump before 
may again. In the “Paranormal” world, the el- 
ement of surprise still counts for something, 
but nothing in “PA4” surprised me as much 
as seeing a grown woman on the train after 
the movie eating Gushers. Remember those?
